JEREMIAH CURTIN’S WELL-SPENT 
LIFE REACHES “FINIS.” 


Distinguished Linguist and Phi- 
lelogist Expires at Bristol, Vt. 
Bright’s Disease the Fatal Cause. 
Was a Translator of the Novels of 
Sienkiewicz.

BRISTOL (Vt.) Dec. 14.—Jeremiah 
Curtin, the distinguished linguist and 
philologist, and well-known as a trans- ' 
lator of Russian and Polish novels, 
died here today of Bright's disease, 
aged 66 years. He was professor in 
seventy languages, excelling as a lin- 
guist, it is said, any other man. 
After his graduation from Harvard 
in 1863, Curtin became secretary of the 
United States legation in Russia, and 
later acting consul there. 
For many years he was actively en- 
gaged in special work for the Smith- 
sonian Institution, visiting many coun- 
tries and studying the language ‘and 
folk lore of the people. 
As an author, he was best known as 
the translator from the Polish of the 
works of Henry K. Sienkiewicz. 
Curtin has collected vocabularies of 
many Indian races, and also gathered 
together the largest collection yet 
made of Indian myths, forming the 
most valuable material so far col- 
lected for the history of the early de- 
velopment of the human mind.

JAPANESE SKEPTICISM JARS THE 
DIPLOMATS. 


insinuations That Muscovy Is 
Evading Treaty Stipulations Re-

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 14.—The 
relations of the Russian and Japanese 
diplomats, who are negotiating a treaty 
of commerce, have been seriously 
strained. by the publication of an act 
obviously inspired from Nagasaki, re- 
fiecting upon the good faith of Russia 
regarding the “open door’ and insin- 


vating that she is evading the stipula- |, 


tions of the Portsmouth treaty in the 
matter of getting her troops out of Man- 
churia. 

‘This Japanese statement ‘is charac- 
terized here as tissue of inexactitudes 
designed to tnfiuence public opinion, 
while Japan is taking advantage of 
Ruseta’s weakness to obtain profit 
never contemplated by the treaty of 
Portsmouth. 

Particular apprehension ifs felt here 
over the effect that the Japanese in- 
sinuation with regard to the “open 
| door” may have upon American senti- 
ment. 

As an evidence of Russia's stncere 
adherence to that principle it is ex- 
plained that she is even contemplating 
opening international navigation to the 
Amur and Sungari rivers. The navi- 
gation of these rivers was reserved by 
the treaty of Aigun of 18358, to Russia 
and China jointly, but Russia insists 
that Japan can under no construction 
of the Portsmouth treaty demand this 
as aright. - 

Japan bases on her pretentions to the 
navigation of the rivers on the ground 
that the treaty was abrogated by the 
treaty of Portsmouth, and the China- 
Japanese treaty of 190, by which all 
egreements infringing upon the sov- 
ereignty of China were nullified, and 
Manchuria opened ‘o international 
trade. Russia contends that joint nav- 
igation of these rivers does not in-!

STATEMENTS MADE. 

Such mercantile agencies as Brad- 
streets are usually applied to, but the 
retail merchant, when making a report 
of his assets and MUabilities ito the 
agency, simply states that his store is 
worth so m@éch and that he owes so 
much on it. He never mentions the 
fact that, as a matter of fact, the men 
who supplied the fixtures and the men 
who furnished the stock own the store 
by virtue of a sales contract in their 
possession. 

When the wholesaler gets this re- 
port he extends credit, thinking that 
the merchant, owns everything and 
only owes a small amount. In the 
event of a failure, the contract holders 
come forward and claim the asset's and 
the trusting wholesaler loses out en- 
tirely. 

A system which permits this, say 
wholesalers, is evidently unjust and 
injurious to the general mercantile in- 
terests of. this city.

FIERY FIGHT 
TO PULL OUT. 


In Face of a Bombardment 
Men Conquer. 


Fierce Main-street Blaze Is 
Drowned Out. 


Thousand. 


Firemen charged into a rapid and 
terrific bombardment of exploding 
varnish and turpentine cases and 
then held their ground before a tor- 
nado of flame in the rear of the 


Sherwin-Williams Paint Company, 


No. 150 South Main street, yesterday 
afternoon. They saved the building 
and adjoining ones after one of the 
stubbornest and most spectacular fire 
fights ever seen here. The loss will 
come between $20,000 and $25,000, but 
no definite figures could be obtained 
last night. It will fall for the most 


and building damage. The Yorke and 
Van Ness rooming-houses, Lohman 
Brothers, plumbing: the Merchants’ 
National Bank Building, Red Front 
Clothing Company. PD. Hirsch, tallor; 
Crowley's Employment Agency, Cal- 
tfornia Ink Company, and a basement 
barber shop below the last-named, lost 
through. smbke and water. 
An explosion among turpentine and 
other combustibles in the basement of 
the paint company's store started the 
fire. It was followed by a dense 
cloud of black smoke which drove the 
empiloyés into the street. Then a pil- 
lar of flame leaped skyward, carry- 
with it paint cans, cloth, and charred 
boards. It quickly grew into a sea 
of fire which surged anid billowed un- 
checked. This began lapping on the 
woodwork of the Yorke rooming- 


Alarms were turned in from four 
boxes. When the apparatus arrived 
ft looked as though a half dozen of 
the store buildings centering on the 
corner of South Main and Second 
streets were doomed. With remark- 
able speed Chief Lips and Assistant 
Chief O'Donnell got the first hosemen 
with their Mnes to the seat of the 
fire. A second alarm brought the rest 
of the downtown apparatus to the 
place and in a half hour the flames 
were ubder control. At the end of an 
hour the fire was drowned out. 

BATTLE AT PAINT STORE. 

The remarkable battle of the fire- 
men was fought in the rear of No. | 
150 Gouth Muin street, the Sherwin- 
Williams Paint Company's store. This 
bDullding adjoins the corner of Second 
and South Main streets. At its back,

FIREMEN PENNED IN. 

The two lines of hose first iaid 
were but a puny means of fighting the 
flames. Explosions were constantly 
coming at short intervals, and the air 
at moments was filled with flaming 
cans of combustibles. “ Into this rain 
of fiery missiles the firemen advanced 
—and there they stuck, while other 
lines were laid and fresh apparatus 
was hurrying to the place. In the 
court occupied by the ga!vanized-iron 
shed and backed by the paint store’s 
basement wall the hosemen were 


they combated. And they had to fight 
a bitter fight before they came out 
of the place survivors. 

Meantime, other lines of hose ad- 
vanced from the front entrance of the 
paint store and through the adjacent 
rooming-houses. By way of the Red 
Front Clothing .Store, one door north 
of the paint store, more water was 
brought. Gradually the firemen got 
their nozzles to the Sherwin-Williams 
hasement. When they had labored a 
half-hour a. second explosion in this 
place sent black clouds of smoke 
through the: sidewalk windows, and 
fresh flares icaping into the faces of 
the nozzlemen. This, however, was the 
last spurt of the devouring element, 
and it slowly subsided. 

At the time the fire started no one 
was in the basement of the paint store. 
The cause is supposed to have been

Only about 100 cars of oranges 
and lemons have been shipped since 
November 1, when the season opened. 
Last year at this time 511 carloads of 
oranges and 84 carloads of lemons had 
been shipped from this point. 


Heights Fruit Company have furnished 
a large part of the early fruit this 
year. This company has shipped 
3% cars oof holiday fruit. F. H. 
Speich & Co. have shipped 13 cars, the 
Riverside Fruit Exchange 4 cars, the 
Citrus Union 4 cars, the Strachan 
Fruit Company 3 cars, and other pack- 
ers have made light shipments. 

Had the fruit ripened as early as 
usual the growers would have had a 
‘serious problem to face in the car 
shortage. The Arlington Heights Fruit 
Company has had a little difficulty in 
getting Southern Pacific cars fast 
enough, but the various packing- 
houses complain more about scarcity 
of fruit than about scarcity of cars.
